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A WESTERN ORTHODOX RITE 
FOR THE EASTERN 
ORTHODOX CHURCH

A Western Orthodox rite will be 
introduced shortly in the Eastern 
Orthodox Catholic Church, it was 
made known on Sunday, January 
26, by Metropolitan Archbishop An- 
tony Bashir, primate of the Syrian 
Antiochian Orthodox Archdiocese of 
New York and North America. The 
Archbishop revealed that many 
American communities will be per- 
mitted to adopt the doctrine and 
dogma of the Eastern Orthodox 
Church while maintaining a West- 
ern rite. He predicted a great ex- 
pansion in the number of Eastern 
Orthodox churches as a result of 
this progressive step which has been 
sanctioned by the highest religious 
authorities. 

This momentous pronouncement 
was made by Metropolitan Antony 
during the St. Anthony’s Day din- 
ner held at St. Mary’s Church Hall, 
Brooklyn. The event is sponsored 
each year by either St. Mary’s 
Church or St. Nicholas Cathedral, 
Brooklyn, in honor of Metropolitan 
Antony. Over 200 people attended 
the dinner which followed the pon- 
tifical divine liturgy at St. Mary’s 
Church. Many speakers presented 
facets of Metropolitan Antony’s 
leadership as Archbishop the past 
22 years. 


GUILD OF ALL SOULS ELECTS 


At the Annual Meeting of the 
Guild of All Souls held at All Saints’ 
Church, Orange, New Jersey on Sat- 
urday, April 26th, the Rev. Frank- 
lin Joiner, D.D. resigned as Superior 
General. He is succeeded by the 
Very Rev. Malcolm DePui Maynard, 
Dean of All Saints Cathedral, Mil- 
waukee. The Rev. Peter R. Blynn, 
of the Church of the Advent, Bos- 
ton was elected Warden, and Miss 
Anne P. Vaughan was re-elected 
Secretary-Treasurer. The Rev. Rich- 
ard L. Kunkel and the Rev. Wil- 
liam R. Wetherell were elected to 
the Council, and the present Coun- 
cil members were re-elected. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD ON 
SOUTH INDIA 


The Executive Board of the Amer- 
ican Church Union met in New 
York City on Tuesday, April 22nd. 
Most of the meeting was devoted to 
a thorough discussion of the ques- 
tion of South India and of the of- 
ficial Resolutions which will be pre- 


sented to the 1958 General Conven- 
tion by the Joint Commission on 
Ecumenical Relations. 

VY A deputation from the Midwest 
presented a set of Resolutions for 
consideration as the official position 
of the ACU with reference to the 
CSI matter. After prolonged debate 
and discussion these Resolutions 
were adopted by the ACU Executive 
Board as official policy. They are 
printed below. 

\/ The Executive Board heard en- 
couraging reports indicating that 
the rate of receiving new member- 
ships was accelerating. Fred Coop- 
er of Philadelphia, Chairman of the 
Membership Committee reported 
that the number of new members 
received during the first four months 
of the present fiscal year was an 
even 1,000, which was the total in- 
crease for the entire fiscal year of 
1956-57. 

\V Dates for the Annual Council 
meeting of the ACU were set for 
October 28th and 29th in New York 
City. 

V SPECIAL! The Executive Board 
approved plans for two special is- 
sues of the ACU NEWS prior to 
General Convention—a mid-sum- 
mer issue and an early September 
issue. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 
WITH REFERENCE TO THE 
CHURCH OF SOUTH INDIA 
ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

Resolved, that we are grateful for the 
seriously concerned study and consid- 
eration which has been given to the 
Church of South India, both as to its 
faith and structure; and for the cour- 
tesy of the Church of South India in 
endeavoring to supply our church 
with the fullest possible information 
both as to its principles, its accom- 
plishments, and its aspirations. 

Be it further resolved, that any con- 
sideration given to possible relations 
between the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica and the Church of South India 
must take into account not only the 
attempt of the Church of South India 
to provide for itself an episcopally 
consecrated and ordained ministry, 
but also an assurance of its firm and 
official commitment to the orthodox 
Christian Faith as contained in the 
Apostles’ and Nicene Creeds, ex- 
pressed so as to be freed of any am- 
biguity or officially permitted liberty 
of interpretation which in_ effect 
would deprive such credal statements 
of their full historic meaning. 

Be it further resolved, that in the light 
of the fact that at the present time 
the Church of South India does not 
have either a completely regularized 
episcopally ordained ministry; or a 
firm and unequivocal statement of its 


adherence, without officially stated 
qualifications, to the historic Faith of 
the Church as contained in the Apos- 
tles’ and Nicene Creeds; or a com- 
plete, official and prescribed rite for 
the administration of the sacraments; 
that it is impossible for us, in the light 
of our commitment to the Constitu- 
tion and Canons of this Church and to 
the Book of Common Prayer, to enter 
into any degree of intercommunion 
with the Church of South India, or 
with any group within the Church of 
South India, until the Church of South 
India has itself had further opportu- 
nity to achieve its ambitions and to 
express its faith in unequivocal terms. 
Be it further resolved, that the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America cannot form any 
definite judgement concerning the 
Church of South India as a whole or 
any part of it in particular until the 
end of the thirty year period put for- 
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ward by the Church of South India 
itself as the time for formative deci- 
sions, and that the Convention take 
no further action in regard to the 
Church of South India at this time.

ORDER OF ST. HELENA 
SPONSORS FOURTH ANNUAL 
RELIGIOUS LIFE 
CONFERENCE 


“You’re a healthy, sound young 
woman,” the priest told his parish- 
ioner, “and I imagine you'll even- 
tually marry and have a large fam- 
ily or become a Sister or have a 
eareer of some sort—all of which 
are normal ways of life.” 

The woman jerked forward in 
her chair. “A Sister! Me—a Sister? 
A normal way of life!” 

Hers was the typical reaction of 
an Episcopalian well-schooled in 
catholic doctrine and having a sin- 
cere love for the Church. Somehow, 
we just can’t accept the idea of 
monks and nuns being part of the 


mistily and impossibly “other- 
worldly”; Religious are mentally in- 
competent creatures and fanatics, 
and, the old standby, Religious are 
men and women “running away 
from reality.” 

On the contrary, the aforemen- 
tioned priest was right: the Re- 
ligious Life is a normal vocation. In 
a fallen world it witnesses in a de- 
gree to the kind of life God must 
have had in mind before man de- 
cided to estrange himself from his 
Creator and, in consequence, from 
his brethren. 

In order to set right a lot of 
wrong concepts about the conven- 
tual state and to give opportunities 
for a more comprehensive under- 
standing of this way of life, the 
Order of St. Helena, in conjunction 
with other women’s Communities of 
the American Church, is holding its 
fourth annual Religious Life Con- 
ference at the Mother House in 
Newburgh, New York, over the La- 
bor Day week end, August 30-Sep- 
tember 1. 

At this meeting young women 
will actually participate in the wor- 
ship and work of the Sisters and

scheme of things. Nor can we al- 
ways understand a way of life that 
demands self-renunciation and at 
the same time gives such obvious 
joy to its adherents. 

Because God has raised up Re- 
ligious Orders in the American 
Church, we can assume that He has 
a purpose for them and wants them 
to grow. However, vocations are be- 
ing lost daily because our young 
people do not recognize them or do 
not understand them. Current myths 
in circulation contribute to these 
lost vocations—i.e., Religious are 


will meet representatives from the 
various Communities. The program 
will include discussions on the Re- 
ligious Life and daily meditations 
conducted by the Holy Cross Fa- 
thers. Conferees will have oppor- 
tunities to attend the Mass and the 
Divine Offices and to have private 
discussions with the Sisters. 

What do the participating Com- 
munities require of the women at- 
tending?—only a sincere interest in 
learning more about the Religious 
Life. Some of the members will be 
young women who think they, may 


have a vocation to the life; others 
may be teachers, student workers, 
or directors of religious education 
who want to know more about this 
vocation in order to guide intelli- 
gently those with whom they work. 
Membership will be limited to 
twelve women, ages 18 to 30. For 
further information, write to the 
Sister Prioress, O.S.H., Convent of 
St. Helena, R.D. 4, Box 397, New- 
burgh, New York.

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FELLOWSHIP OF 
BARTIMAEUS CHAIRMAN 


Father Harry J. Sutcliffe, A.C.U. 
chairman for the Fellowship of 
Bartimaeus, is now pursuing train- 
ing in the field of rehabilitation of 
blind persons at The Industrial 
Home for the Blind. He is the first 
priest to have contracted to serve 
an internship in a private agency 
to prepare himself for meeting the 
needs, other than religious, of the 
blind communicants of the Church. 
He is presently enrolled in the IHB- 
OVR Program of Professional Train- 
ing in the Rehabilitation of the 
Blind, conducted at IHB’s head- 
quarters building at 57 Willoughby 
Street, Brooklyn, and through sev- 
eral of its facilities on Long Island. 
IHB administers the course with the 
cooperation of the Office of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 

After completing seven weeks of 
course work devoted primarily to 
evaluation and orientation, which 
he began in February, Father Sut- 
cliffe is now spending the remaining 
thirteen weeks of the training pro- 
gram in specialized field work, 
which in his case is related to IHB’s 
Community Relations department. 
Working with Community Relations 
staff members at the agency, he is 
busily engaged in recruiting volun- 
teers from various churches of all 
denominations on Long Island for 
IHB’s extensive program of Volun- 
teer Services in Kings, Queens, Nas- 
sau and Suffolk Counties. Accord- 
ingly, Father Sutcliffe has realized 
another distinction—that of being 
the only priest in this country 
trained to act as a consultant with 
both the sighted and the sightless 
community in work related to the 
rehabilitation of blind persons. 

The nature of the IHB-OVR Pro- 
gram of Professional Training is 
both intensive and varied and in- 
volves its trainees, most of whom, 
like Father Sutcliffe, are blind per- 
sons, in almost every conceivable 
area of rehabilitation work. Con- 
ducted twice a year at IHB, the cur- 
riculum combines academic and field 
experiences in a program of prep- 
aration for vocational counselors, 
vocational instructors, placement 
counselors, psychologists, vocational 
directors, foot travel instructors and 
other related professional positions. 
Aside from their studies, trainees 
participate in field trips to other 
public and private agencies for the 
blind and vocational and rehabilita- 


tion facilities of IHB. To provide 
early concrete experience, each 
trainee takes on a selected group of 
blind persons who are visited in 
their homes. Specialized field work, 
which is the major part of the cur- 
riculum, is designed on a highly in- 
dividual basis and is geared to the 
trainees’ interests and vocational 
backgrounds. 

Students come from a wide geo- 
graphical area, which in the past 
has included not only most of the 
United States, but countries in Latin 
America and Asia. Almost all grad- 
uated trainees are now employed in 
the field of their choice, usually in 
their home states. 

Father Sutcliffe, now director of 
the Fellowship of Bartimaeus, a 
work of the ACU, has sought this 
additional training and background 
in order to make his own work more 
significant, and in order that he may 
become completely familiar with 
community resources for the blind 
throughout the country. He has felt 
that in this way he may refer the 
blind communicants of the Church 
for substantial services that they 
may need and not know of, in ad- 
dition to the spiritual values that 
they seek and should have made 
available to them. 


BISHOP DEWOLFE’S 
CHARGE TO 
ORDINANDS 


My Dear Sons in The Faith: 


Before you leave that place where 
today God has admitted you to The 
Order of Priesthood, we, your Bish- 
op and Father-in-God, would charge 
you concerning matters of great im- 
portance in the fulfillment of your 
office. 

From this day forward you are an 
Office and a Voice, not your own, 
but of Christ and The Church. In- 
dividual notions are no true guide 
to the fruitful exercise of the Priest- 
hood. That depends upon your fol- 
lowing the Commandment of our 
Lord and the direction of Holy 
Church only. 

Individualistic teaching, objec- 
tives and practices by a Priest do 
violence to the nature and the polity 
of The Church and make for misun- 
derstanding of her Mission. You are 
to avoid whatever threatens the out- 
ward unity of the Body of Christ. 
You are a Priest in the Church of 
God; your Priesthood belongs not to 
you but to Jesus Christ, and is medi- 
ated to you by God the Holy Ghost

through the Church. 

You are duty-bound, therefore, 
to hold the revealed Orthodox Faith 
and to witness in your life and 
Ministry to the wholeness of The 


Church: the Apostolic Faith, the 
Apostolic Sacraments, the Apostolic 
Scriptures and the Apostolic Min- 
istry. 

The extension of your Ministry, 
in relation to the souls whom Christ 
has placed in your charge, should 
be in this order: 

Your first duty will be to perform 
your Priestly functions. The devel- 
opment of your own Priestly nature 
is to be conditioned regularly and 
continuously by daily living with 
God and the practice of your vo- 
cation. Akin to this in importance 
is the leading of your people in wor- 
ship, particularly in Eucharistic 
worship; in the conducting of the 
Services of the Church, and in the 
dispensation of the Sacraments to 
your flock. 

Next in order is your extension 
of the Pastoral Ministry; your pri- 
vate intercessions on behalf of your 
sheep: your nurturing them with 
the waters which are drawn out of 
the wells of salvation; ministering 
to their souls by visiting your people 
and caring for the sick, the needy 
and the penitent: training the chil- 
dren to walk in the way of the Lord. 

Administrative duties may well 
claim the bulk of time you have left 
over. Administration must be in- 
cluded in, but not allowed to control, 
the ordering of your life as a Priest. 
After many years of study and ex- 
perience we have found this se- 
quence in priority to be wise and 
right in the practices of the Priest- 
hood. 

While you are in our Jurisdiction 
and while you are on duty, you will 
dress as a Priest, so that both your 
flock and all others will know you 
to be an ordained and accredited 
Officer of The Church and an Am- 
bassador of Holy Things. In keeping 
with such status, as you mingle 
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amongst men you will do nothing, 
say nothing and assent to nothing 
which will reflect adversely upon 
the Office you bear and the Habit 
you wear. 

Your daily life will be by Rule. 
As in all Rules, first things come 
first. The chief function of your 
Priesthood is to share in the High- 
Priestly intercession of Jesus Christ. 
When possible you will offer, and in 
any event pray, the Holy Eucha- 
rist daily. When God orders us to 
the Priesthood, He quite evidently 
means us to bring our people and 
their needs to Him at the altar day 
by day, day after day. No Priest may 
cast aside lightly the responsibility 
which goes with his mediatorial 
Office. Hence our charge that you 
endeavor to offer the Holy Sacri- 
fice daily on behalf of your people. 
They cannot function as you do 
when you celebrate the Holy Mys- 
teries: God has authorized you to do 
that. Bring to God’s Altar daily with 
special Intention your parishioners 
by name, and their needs. The pray- 
ing of the Holy Eucharist day by day 
is the chief joy and privilege of the 
Priesthood. Every day a Priest miss- 
es being with Christ at the Altar 
and offering up with him the Holy 
Sacrifice, is a day missed forever in 
the practice of this joyful and unique 
relationship with God. No substitute 
for the daily offering of the Eucha- 
rist Sacrifice can adequately equip 
the Priest to persevere in serving 
the Lord and in ministering fruit- 
fully to the needs of the Lord’s peo- 
ple. 

Your Rule will include the read- 
ing of the Daily Office, either in the 
Monastic Diurnal, or the Morning 
and Evening Offices of the Book of 
Common Prayer. It will include 
Meditation and the daily Examina- 
tion of Conscience. Your aim will 
be that of a Curé of souls, faithfully 
transmitting God’s life and Grace to 
His people, making them more and 
more fully dependent upon Him. 
You will find that your people be- 
come entangled with the world, the 
flesh, and the Devil. One chief ac- 
tivity as a Curé will be to skill your- 
self in the exercise of one of the 
most demanding functions of the 
Priesthood, that of Confessor. Your 
duty and aim will be to encourage 
and guide sinners to reconciliation 
with God, their loving, Heavenly 
Father. In mercy and love, you will 
hear their confessions, give counsel 
and penance, and pronounce Abso- 
lution and Blessing in God’s name. 


As a Curé of souls, you will be 
watchful also over the sick in body, 
and use those means which The 
Church has provided for centuries 
to infuse the healing gifts of God 
the Holy Ghost. You will go to the 
sick, not to make social calls, (ex- 
cept on rare occasions during con- 
valescence), but to pray and to 
anoint. Never leave the sick room 
without laying your hand in blessing 
on the head of the sick, conferring 
by such Benediction the assurance 
of God’s favor and goodness. You 
will make use of the Oils provided 
by Holy Church as channels of 
cleansing and healing and grace- 
bestowing. You will hasten each 
Maundy Thursday to replenish your 
oil stocks in order that you may be 
ready always to employ the Blessed 
Balm which God provides to re- 
lieve and strengthen His Children. 

Your relationship with your Bish- 
op, in whatever jurisdiction you 
may serve, will be that of son to 
father. You will support and hold 
up the hands of the Chief Pastor by 
leading your people into a happy 
loyalty to Holy Church, both within 
and beyond the boundaries of your 
community. You are made today a 
Priest in the Church of God, by the 
Laying-on-of-Hands by a Bishop 
of The Church, empowered by God 
the Holy Ghost to act for our Lord 
Jesus Christ and for His Holy 
Church. You are not ordained for 
any particular parish or diocese. 
You are commanded by our Lord 
to preach the Gospel to all creatures 
and to assist in extending and estab- 
lishing His Holy Church through- 
out the whole world. 

We appeal to you finally, beloved 
sons of ours in the Faith, to pray 
daily for us, your Bishop and Fa- 
ther-in-God, that by patience, char- 
ity, wise judgment and good works 
we may feed the flock of Christ 
committed to our care and bring 
them with us to His eternal king- 
dom. 

This charge, my dear brothers and 
Priests, is given to you by your 
Chief Pastor and Shepherd, under 
our hand and seal, in the Cathedral 
of the Incarnation, Garden City, 
in the Diocese of Long Island, on 
the day of your Ordination to the 
Priesthood.

WHAT THE CHURCH 
TEACHES ABOUT 
SUNDAY OBSERVANCE 


In The Christ of the Synoptic Gos- 
pels (Essays Catholic and Critical, 
SPCK, 1926), Sir Edwyn Hoskyns 
begins with these words: “For the 
Catholic Christian ‘Quid vobis vide- 
tur de Ecclesia?’ What think ye of 
the Church? is not merely as perti- 
nent a question as ‘Quid vobis vide- 
tur de Christo?’ What think ye of 
the Christ? It is but the same ques- 
tion differently formulated.” 

This is the Trinity season. All 
parish activities have ended for the 
year: the laity have gone or are 
about to go on holiday: the clergy 
are planning their vacations. 

And the churches are almost 
empty because many forget God 
and His Church and their obliga- 
tions and duties as Christians. 

This is a °00d time for all church- 
men to cons. der the question “Quid 
vobis videtur de Christo?” and hon- 
estly try to find the answer. 

Five years ago the writer was so 
badly injured that he was forced to 
give up active parish work. Since 
that time he has lived in a small 
town at the centre of one of the 
great summer resort areas of the 
continent. At the time of writing 
(April) the district has about twen- 
ty-five thousand people. When you 
read this the official count will be 
more than a quarter of a million 
summer residents. The roads are 
filled with cars bearing the licenses 
of the northeastern states. There 
must be several thousand church- 
men in this crowd. Where are they 
on Sunday? They are not in church 
anywhere in this area. 

Unless churchmen are in God’s 
house at His service on His day any 
claim they may have to religion is 
mockery and pretence. Belief and 
conduct cannot be separated. A per- 
sonal religion which doesn’t result 
in the worship of God is not re- 
ligion. It is hypocrisy, “no man hath 
quickened his own soul.” 

Quid vobis videtur de Ecclesia? 

The New Testament looks for- 
ward to the glorious Church of the 
future, “The Bride of the Lamb,” 
but the heavenly Church of the age 
to come is what the existing Church 
can be. We, “called to be saints,” 
are to grow in grace into “that holi- 
ness without which none can see 
the Lord.” The building of the 


Church and the sanctification of the 
individual can only be brought into 
being by personal acceptance in 
deeds, not words, of a disciplined 
life bound to the Lord Jesus by a 
loving and dutiful following of His 
wishes and commands. Men are not 
first united to Christ through faith 
in an invisible church of the truly 
faithful and then admitted to the 
visible Church. The right order is 
Christ—His Church—our admission 
through Baptism with its comple- 
tion in Confirmation. It is only 
Christ-in-His-Church who justifies 
men, and man’s justification comes 
from faithful obedience in life to 
the visible Church which now is— 
the One, Holy, Catholic and Apos- 
tolic Church. 

Either religion is the most im- 
portant thing in life—or it is of no 
value whatsoever. 

A churchman’s answer to ‘‘What 
think ye of the Church?” includes, 
for him, all that makes life on earth 
worth while; or, it doesn’t mean a 
thing to him until death—and then 
the judgment by the same Christ 
whose wishes and orders have been 
so carelessly disregarded. A church- 
man has the vocation to proclaim by 
his deeds what the Church is. 

Popular religion (and there is 
much sentimental twaddle from pul- 
pits) is the preaching of Redemp- 
tion in vacuo, a system diametrical- 
ly opposed to God’s plan of salva- 
tion. This is the type of religion that 
makes some feel they are conferring 
favors on God, the rector and the 
Church when, unable to find any- 
thing else to do, they drop into 
church on rare occasions and put the 
price of a movie ticket on the plate. 

The Easter issue of the ACU 
NEWS had an editorial which sug- 
gested that we have lost our way, 
that we aren’t going anywhere. 
Many a priest can bear witness of 
souls who have never started to go 
because they have never accepted 
that personal response which ALL 
must make to the doctrine of our 
incorporation into Christ as living 
members of His Body the Church. 
The New Testament emphasizes the 
fact of our union with God-the-Son 
and the indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit in us: ‘Abide in me, and I in 
you” are our Lord’s words. “I live, 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me,” 
“Know ye not that your bodies are 
the temples of the Holy Ghost” are 
St. Paul’s words. The Church tries 
to warn us of our danger in evad- 
ing personal response by her warn- 
ings against an unprepared death— 


and death is always sudden and 
usually unexpected. 

Perhaps our educational system 
is at fault—or our upbringing—or 
we are overwhelmed by the ma- 
terialistic civilization of which we 
boast. Certainly, for some reason, 
we accept “personal feelings” as the 
true criterion of value. The result 
of our accepting them as our yard- 
stick is that we do those things 
which are immediately pleasant and 
shun anything that might “cramp 
our style.” Quiet and hard thought 
about a Creator who unites us with- 
in His divinity and who shares His 
Holy Spirit with us would impel us 
to a more ordered personal life of 
regular devotion and worship in 
awe of the dignity of man by virtue 
of his intimate at-one-ness with his 
maker. 

Part of our distress is the result 
of a liberalism which makes us re- 
gard man as necessary to the exist- 
ence of God. The blessed Trinity ex- 
isted perfectly before creation, and 
we never were, and never will be, 
necessary to God’s existence. We 
were created for God’s purposes and 
for His ends. Our purpose is “to 
glorify God” to the result that we 
may “enjoy Him forever.” We have 
become man-centred and _ have 
brought ourselves to the brink of 
destruction because we have shifted 
the centre of gravity of the uni- 
verse. T. S. Eliot has said this in 
words worth repeating: 


“But it seems that something has 
happened that has never hap- 
pened before: though we know 
not just when, or why, or how, 
or where. 

Men have left GOD not for other 
gods, they say, but for no god; 
and this has never happened be- 
fore 

That men both deny gods and 
worship gods, professing first 
Reason 

And then Money, and Power, and 
what they call Life, or Race, or 
Dialectic. 

The Church disowned, the tower 
overthrown, the bells upturned. 
What have we to do 

But stand with empty hands and 
palms turned upwards 

In an age which advances pro- 
gressively backwards?” 


From all sides we are told that 
we are launched on the decline not 
only of religion and theology but 
also of that pattern of Christian life 
which is bound up with religion and 
theology. We have slid gradually 
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into a mass pattern where Christian 
sanctions and disciplines, as history 
has recorded them, are the excep- 
tions rather than the rule; and 
through fuzziness in thinking we 
accept manners of life and modes 
of thought which are sub-Christian. 
Many have the distorted image of 
a god who resembles a doting and 
indulgent grandparent who spoils 
his favorite grandson. A god who 
welcomes neglect and indifference 
is certainly not the God of the 
Christian Church as our Lord has 
revealed Him. The Lord, our God, 
is ‘‘a jealous God” who will not tol- 
erate any other god in His presence. 
Nor have we stopped to realize that 
the god who accepts as his devotees 
those who lounge the Sunday morn- 
ings away in bathrobe and slippers 
with the Sunday papers is not the 
kind of god who is of any use to 
mankind. A world haunted by atom 
bombs and sputniks has only itself 
to fear. 

If we are afraid it is because we 
worship false gods. 

Our holy Mother the Church is 
definite and positive about our Sun- 
day observance. Each candidate for 
confirmation is required to learn 
that as “a member of Christ, the 
child of God, and an inheritor of the 
kingdom of heaven” his “bounden 
duty is to... worship God EVERY 
Sunday in his Church.” (Prayer 
Book, page 291) And His Church is 
the Episcopal Church. ‘Wherever 
the Bishop is, there is the Catholic 
Church.” 

At the last Lambeth Conference, 
the archbishops and bishops of the 
Holy Catholic Church, after mature 
deliberation, issued this injunction 
to the faithful in Christ Jesus: 
“There is no place in the Church for 
those who will not try to honour 
the obligations of their membership. 
... We must show that we put God 
first by regular worship on the 
Lord’s Day . . . the local congrega- 
tion is the place where men must 
find the life of the Great Church 
which is God’s instrument for the 
world’s Salvation.” 

To miss mass is a mortal sin.

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\ Editorial f 
ONCE BITTEN! 


(An editorial from The Dome, March 1958) 


Barely two and a half years have passed since 
the English Convocations recognized the orders of 
the Church of South India and, as a direct conse- 
quence of that recognition, established a form of 
intercommunion with it. Yet already the C.S.I. has 
seen fit to discard its Ordinal, on which the Con- 
vocations had largely based their decisions, and 
has produced a completely new Ordinal of its own. 

Why has the C.S.I. taken this drastic step so 
soon? The Ordinal itself gives the answer plainly 
enough. It is in order to get completely rid of the 
idea—so sedulously cherished by some within the 
Church of England, but never accepted by C.S.I. 
and its nonconformist parent “churches’—that at 
their ordinations and consecrations the C.S.I. pres- 
byters are given the Catholic priesthood and the 
C.S.I. bishops the office of Apostle. By means of 
the new Ordinal the perpetuation of a nonconform- 
ist ministry, to the exclusion of any other, is un- 
ambiguously secured. To use the language of Prot- 
estantism, the C.S.I. Ordinal has been purged of 
any suspicion of “Catholic errors.” 

This development must affect the relationship 
of the Church of England with C.S.I. as well as 
her attitude to the other “reunion” schemes which 
are under way. 

It will now be necessary for the Convocations of 
Canterbury and York to examine the matter of 
C.S.I, orders all over again, and in the meantime 
the Regulations regarding intercommunion, which 
they passed in 1955, should be suspended. 

On a wider field this action of C.S.I. will pro- 
vide convincing evidence that these hybrid bodies, 
composed of Anglicans and Nonconformists, are 
too unstable for any kind of intercommunion with 
them even to be considered until after the pas- 
sage of many, many years. Indeed, what confidence 
can one have in the so-called Oecumenical Move- 
ment as a whole when one is confronted with the 


spectacle of a “Church” which waits until its or- 
ders are recognized as valid by the Convocations 
of the Church of England (July, 1955), by the 
Bishops of the Episcopal Church of Scotland 
(March, 1956) and by the Church of Wales (Sep- 
tember, 1957), and then promptly changes its 
Ordinal? 

And what of the Anglican Church in S. India? 
We now see, with cruel clarity, that it has disap- 
peared without a trace, except for the Continuing 
Anglicans who have never assented to the C.S.I. 
Scheme and who, in the face of great difficulties, 
are bravely and tenaciously clinging to the Faith 
of their fathers. Four Anglican Dioceses, which 
contained 158,518 communicants and 293,212 other 
baptised adherents, together with 48,236 unbap- 
tised adherents—a total of almost half a million— 
have been wiped out and their cathedrals and 
churches handed over to the nonconformists. 

One of the members of the C.S.I. Liturgy Com- 
mittee, who has returned from C.S.I. and is now a 
Methodist circuit minister in this country, has 
written as follows in the S. INDIA CHURCHMAN 
for September, 1957: “Conversations in Britain be- 
tween three of the parent churches turn on, are 
even bedevilled by, the question of Episcopacy: 
and worse, misunderstandings about the order... . 
It is of enormous advantage that non-episcopalians 
may see the episcopate is capable of other inter- 
pretations and use than the one local expression 
seen in this land (sc. Britain). This evidence from 
South India, supported by that of the draft ordi- 
nal, is a great gift for which the parent churches 
are grateful. 

The Congregationalists, Methodists and Presby- 
terians will no doubt have their own reasons for 
gratitude. On the Anglican side, those who have 
opposed the C.S.I. Scheme, and whose opposition 
has now been signally vindicated, will be grateful 
that the truth has prevailed and that the Church 
of South India has, with honest boldness, thrown 
aside the cloak of catholicity with which the Con- 
vocations had gratuitously clothed her, and now 
stands revealed in her true colours as a Protestant 
denomination for all to see.

CONTROVERSY 


The greatest vigilance needs to be exercised on 
the part of those who may be called of God to con- 
troversy in behalf of Holy Church. Much prepara- 
tory prayer is needed, in order to know God’s will, 
and also that the guidance of the Holy Spirit may 
truly operate in the hearts and minds and wills of 
those concerned. Most of us would wisely take more 
care to ascertain in advance the actual facts in 


the matter at issue than is sometimes done. Pri- 
vate inquiry from those directly involved is usu- 
ally preferable to public questions or open letters, 
in advance of the ascertaining of evidence of legal 
reliability. More may often be accomplished by 
quiet personal conference than by either a pub- 
licly printed communication, or even by a per- 
sonal letter. If a letter to a Church periodical 
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seems advisable, an impersonal, dispassionate tone 
is much to be preferred. It is better to discuss facts 
—things—rather than persons. We must be very 
sure of our ground, and punctilious as to our words 
and phrases. The traditional language of diplo- 
macy is worthy of remembrance. It would also be 
well to distinguish carefully between essentials— 
the Church’s constitutional authority over her 
members—and other matters where conscientious 
Churchmen may properly differ. We ought to rely 


primarily on supernatural means for securing 
Christian supernatural ends. Direct humble per- 
sistence with God in prayer on behalf of his truth 
is our most powerful weapon. Church controversy, 
private or public, in Church periodicals or in the 
secular press, is not by any to be entered into un- 
advisedly or lightly; but (if it seems absolutely 
necessary) reverently, discreetly, advisedly, sob- 
erly, and in the fear of God. 





On page 10 of this issue we print a Directory of 
Churches under the Jurisdiction of the Anglican 
Bishops of Fulham and Gibraltar in Europe and a 
list of Old Catholic Churches in European cities 
(Information with reference to the Old Catholic 
Churches in Austria was not available at the time 
of going to press). It is our hope that this Direc- 
tory may be of assistance to the many Churchmen 
who will be in Europe this summer. May we 
further suggest that additional copies of this issue 
of the ACU NEWS be sent to members of the 
Armed Services stationed in Europe? A request 
to our Episcopal Church Armed Forces Commis- 
sion for information as to assistance given Armed 
Forces personnel in Europe with reference to at- 
tending Church in that area, brought to light the 
fact that the only assistance which the Church ex- 


tends officially to Churchmen in that area is to 
provide them with a Directory published by the 
National Council of the Churches of Christ in the 
United States of America listing Protestant, Union 
and Interdenominational Churches with mention 
of a few Anglican Churches here and there. It is 
hard to understand why an official Commission of 
the Church would not concern itself with telling 
Service people about Anglican Churches and 
would not direct them to the Old Catholic Church- 
es (with whom we enjoy a relationship of official 
intercommunion) rather than to direct them, gen- 
erally, to protestant and interdenominational serv- 
ices.

The “Protestant Pavilion” 
in Brussels 


Religious News Service reports on 
the meeting of the United States 
Conference for the World Council 
of Churches as follows: 


A report on the $100,000 drive in 
this country to help finance the 
Protestant Pavilion at the World’s 
Fair in Brussels was made by Mrs. 
Theodore O. Wedel of Washington, 
D. C., co-chairman of the U. S. com- 
mittee sponsoring the church ex- 
hibit. She disclosed that $62,685 has 
been contributed toward the goal by 
American churches and individuals. 


In connection with plans for this 
Protestant Pavilion it should be 
noted that the Bishop and clergy of 


the Anglican Diocese of North and 
Central Europe voted to have no 
part in this project because its ends 
and aims are completely alien to 
the Anglican tradition. It is a pity 
that representatives of the Episco- 
pal Church, so eager to completely 
identify us with protestantism and 
obscure our true nature as a part 
of the Holy Catholic Church have 
thus meddled in the affairs of an- 
other Diocese to the embarrassment 
of its Bishop and clergy and it is to 
be regretted that these same prot- 
estant enthusiasts have secured an 
official contribution from the Na- 
tional Council of the Episcopal 
Church ($5,000 as reported in a pre- 
vious issue of ACU NEWS) for a 
project within another Bishop’s 
jurisdiction which his own Diocese 
has rejected! 


Too Bad 

Some time ago we received some 
money to start a fund to send one 
of the Brothers of St. Paul to the 
London Eucharistic Congress this 
summer. Through the columns of 
ACU NEWS we expressed the hope 
that further gifts might be received 
both for this project and to make it 
possible to send other religious. Un- 
fortunately the project did not suc- 
ceed and it will not be possible for 
us to carry out the plan. 


The CSI Moderator 
Replies to ACU 


The Moderator of the Church of 
South India has at long last replied 
to the Editor of the ACU NEWS. 
You may recall that in the Fall he 
told his Synod that the Episcopal 
Church had recognized the validity 
of the orders of the CSI. Strong ob- 
jections to this misrepresentation 
from the Editor of ACU NEWS did 
not even bring the courtesy of a re- 
ply for months. At long last Bishop 
Sumitra replied to say that while 
it is quite true that we hdve not 
taken the action reported, it is a 
foregone conclusion that we will 
when General Convention meets in 
October and that, therefore, he sees 
no harm in having announced the 
fact in advance! Is our General Con- 
vention to take its orders from the 
Moderator of CSI? 


Travels 

Travels during the later part of 
April and early May took me to 
Dallas, where I preached at St. 
George’s Church and spoke to the 
ACU Chapter at All Saints’. The 
Southwestern Regional Branch of 
the ACU is sponsoring a monthly 


gathering of clergy for discussion of 
common problems and for study. 
The first two gatherings have been 
enthusiastically received by the 
clergy and over 40 were present at 
a meeting which I had the privilege 
of attending while I was in Dallas. 
From Dallas I went to Houston 
where a fine meeting of our Hous- 
ton Chapter was held at Palmer 
Memorial Church, with a Corporate 
Communion and breakfast for the 
local officers at St. Mary’s Church 
the next morning. After leaving 
Texas I met with ACU groups, 
preached and held meetings with 
preliminary plans for General Con- 
vention activities and services in 
New Orleans, Jacksonville, Miami, 
Key West, Sarasota and at the Ca- 
thedral in Orlando, Florida.
